Tele- 
vision critics called 
them ‘dustbins on 
wheels’ and  ‘prepos- 
terous pepper pots’. Yet 
for the past 21 years 
viewers have loved to 
hate these aliens. 

During the 1960s and 
70s a whole generation 
of children half-hid be- 
hind sofas while the 
Doctors and the Daleks 
did battle, and then 
rolled around the house 
uttering that famous 
and evil catchphrase 
‘ex-ter-min-ate!’ 

Maybe we all thought 


the Daleks really had 
been exterminated 
when in 1979 we saw 
their leader Davros 
trapped, apparently for 
ever, in a tomb of ice. 

We should have 
known better. On 
Wednesday, Peter Davi- 
son is strolling along 
the banks of the 
Thames at Wapping 
when he stumbles over 
Rodney Bewes, a victim 
of the Daleks who’s 
managed to escape from 
them down a time 
corridor. 

Before long Davros is 
defrosting and the 
screen is filled with Da- 
leks back on Earth to 
see what havoc they 
can cause. 

As this is their 13th 
attempt to defeat the 
Doctor, could it be a 
fateful number for Peter 
Davison?
